REMARKS 

Claims 2-9, 15-19, and 21-24 are currently pending in this application. During 
prosecution of prior, related Patent application 09/422,917, the Examiner rejected these pending 
claims under 35 USC 103(a) over U.S. Patent number 6, 1 16,402 to Beach et al. ("Beach").
